Thc subjects 
of liis reign are increasing beyond thc means ol 
his Territorial powers. The cotton crop of last 
year was a very large one, but the manufactur- 
ers not only used it all, hut used their reserved 
stock, atd then could not supply the demand. 
This year thc crop is a diminished one, there is 
no reserved stock, and the demand for coitot. 
goods has increased. In consequence of thi.- 
slate of things, cotton has advanced fifty pei 
cent, in price. Our old cotton Territory is di- 
minishing in productiveness. England has I 
failed at her attempt in cultivating cotton in 
India ; Brazil finds it more profitable to culti 
vato coffee and sugar than cotton ; the valley 
of tlie Nile is too much occupied in producing 
beans, and other necessaries of life for the 
Egyptians, to produce much cotton, and France 
takes all the crop. The be- It ofland in Texas, 
lying between the 30 th aud 35;h parallels of 
iaiilude, and extending from the Eastern to the 
Western boundary of Texas, ha* the soil and 
all the climatic conditions for an immense 
productiveness in cotton.
